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FOREWORD 


The Women’s Bureau of the Canada Department of Labour 
has been producing annually a publication entitled ‘‘“Women in 
the Labour Force—Facts and Figures.’’ This latest edition 
presents data derived from a variety of governmental sources, 
some of which consist of ongoing surveys and some of studies 
of an ad hoc nature. It will be noted, therefore, that some data 
presented in previous editions are repeated in an up-dated 
form, while other data are presented for the first time. 


Part | presents annual averages extracted from the monthly 
Labour Force Survey carried out by Statistics Canada, details 
of which will be found in the Technical Notes set out at the 
end of this Part. The current data are shown in relation to that 
derived for the previous two five-year periods. 


Part Il presents wages data by sex for similarly described 
occupations, to the extent that such data have been obtain- 
able. Similar data by weeks worked and by occupation for 
full-year employees are also presented. 


Part Ill also presents certain employment income data by 
sex and by occupation, as well as by level of education and age 
group. These data have been derived from the Census carried 
out in 1971 and should not be confused with more recent 
non-Census information for which different methods of data 
collection were applied. 


Part IV presents some preliminary data concerning 
working mothers and their children derived from a special ad 
hoc survey carried out by Statistics Canada. 


Part V presents a variety of data on a number of unrelated 
subjects. In each instance, however, it was considered that the 
information would be interesting as well as useful. The 
information concerning part-time workers was obtained as a 
result of a special study carried out by the Economics and 
Research Division, Labour Canada, pursuant to a recommen- 
dation of the Royal Commission on the Status of Women.

LABOUR FORCE HIGHLIGHTS 


@® In 1974, there were 3,324,000 women in a total labour 
force of 9,662,000 persons, thus representing 34.4 % of the 
labour force. (Table 1). 


@ The female labour force in. 1974 showed a percentage 
increase of 68.6%, compared with the female labour force in 
1964; and also an increase of 1,352,000 women in the 
labour force in that decade. (Tables 1 and 2). 


@ In 1974, there were 8,368,000 women in the population 
aged 14 years and over compared with the 1964 population 
of 6,466,000 women aged 14 years and over. The female 
labour force in 1974 constituted 39.7% of the female 
population aged 14 years and over, compared with 30.5% in 
1964. (Table 1). 


® In 1974, there were 1,899,000 married women in the 
female labour force, constituting 57.1% of the female 
labour force. (Tables 14 and 15). 


@ In 1974, there were 5,177,000 married women in the total 
population aged 14 years and over of whom 1,899,000 were 
in the labour force, representing 36.7% of married women 
in the population. In 1964 there were 4,172,000 married 
women in the population aged 14 years and over of whom 
1,007,000 were in the labour force, representing 24.1% of 
married women in the population. (Table 14). 


@ In 1974, 86.1% of all single women in the population aged 
25 to 34 were in the labour force; 51.3% of all married 
women aged 20 to 24 in the population were also in the 
labour force. Those are the age groups of highest partici- 
pation for single and married women. (Table 16). 


@ In 1974, the participation rates of women in the labour 
force ranged from 43.3% in Alberta to 28.3% in Newfound- 
land. In 1969, the highest participation rate was in Alberta 
(40.1%) and the lowest in Newfoundland (24.7%). (Table 
TAY 


@ In 1974, 25.2% of all employed women worked part-time; 
the comparable percentage for men was 6.2%. (Table 11). 


@ In 1974, there were 292,000 women employed in medicine 
and health occupations, representing 73.9% of all persons so 
employed. There were also 1,119,000 women employed in 
clerical occupations, representing 72.9% of all persons 
employed in such occupations. (Table 24). 


® In 1974, 1.86% of women in the full-time employed labour 
force were absent from work, because of illness, for the 
whole of a particular week; the percentage of men in the 
full-time employed labour force who were absent from 
work because of illness for the whole of a particular week 
was 1.98%. (Table 20).

Table 1' shows the number and percentage distribution, by 
sex, Of the population and the labour force, as well as the 
participation rates in the labour force, by sex, for 1964, 1969 
and 1974. 


In 1964 the total number of working women was 
1,972,000 or 28.4% of the labour force; a decade later, the 
total was 3,324,000 or 34.4% of the labour force. 


The participation rate? of women in the labour force rose 
from 30.5% of the female population (age 14 and over) in 
1964 to 39.7% in 1974.

Table 2 — Increase in the labour force 


Table 2 shows the numerical and percentage increase, by 
sex, in the population and the labour force between the years 
1964 and 1974. 


During the decade 1964 to 1974 the female labour force 
increased by 68.6%, representing an addition of 1,352,000 
women. During the same period, the male labour force 
increased by only 27.8%, an addition of 1,377,000 men. 


The increase from 1964 to 1974 in the female population’ 
was 29.4%, compared with an increase in the male population 
of 29.0%.

Table 3 — The employed and unemployed! 


Table 3 shows the number and percentage distribution, by 
sex, Of the employed and unemployed labour force, as well as 
the rate of unemployment by sex, for the years 1964, 1969 
and 1974. 


In 1974, women comprised more than one-third (34.6%) 
of the employed labour force, and 31.0% of the unemployed 
labour force. The average number of unemployed women, in 
1974, was 163,000, compared with 61,000 in 1964. 


In 1974, 4.9% of the female labour force were un- 
employed, whereas in 1964, 3.1% were in that category. 


It should be noted that the rate of unemployment of 
women as measured by the Labour Force Survey was 
significantly lower than the same rate as measured by the 1971 
Census. In May 1971, the Labour Force Survey showed a rate 
of unemployment for women of 5.0% as compared to 8.9% in 
the Census. It has been determined that the “Labour Force 
Survey, as compared to the Census, may have a tendency to 
undercount unemployed females, especially those with mar- 
ginal attachment to the labour force.”’” 


1The employed worked for all or a part of the week surveyed, while the 
unemployed did not do any work during the week of the survey. The 
unemployed includes all persons who, during the week surveyed, (a) 
were without work and seeking work; or would have been looking for 
work except that they were temporarily ill, were on indefinite or 
prolonged layoff, or believed that no suitable work was available in 
the community, or (b) were temporarily laid off for the full week, i.e., 
were waiting to be called back to a job from which they had been laid 
off for less than 30 days.

Table 4 — Unemployment rate by region 


Table 4 shows the rate of unemployment by sex and 
region for 1974. 


The highest rate of unemployment for women (7.2%) 
appeared in the Atlantic Region followed by Québec (6.2%). 
The unemployment rate for men was also highest in the 
Atlantic Region (10.8%) followed by Québec (7.8%). The 
Prairie Region had the lowest unemployment rate for both 
categories (2.7% for women and 2.9% for men). 


It should be noted that the rate of unemployment of 
women as measured by the Labour Force Survey was 
significantly lower than the same rate as measured by the 1971 
Census. In May 1971, the Labour Force Survey showed a rate 
of unemployment for women of 5.0% as compared to 8.9% in 
the Census. It has been determined that the ‘‘Labour Force 
Survey, as compared to the Census, may have a tendency to 
undercount unemployed females, especially those with mar- 
ginal attachment to the labour force.’’1

Table 5 shows the rate of unemployment by age and sex 
for 1974. 


The highest rate of unemployment occurred in the age 
group 14 to 19, with 10.1% for women and 12.7% for men. 


In the 14 to 24 age group 8.1% of women and 10.8% of 
men were unemployed. 


In the 25-year and over age group 3.3% of women and 
4.1% of men were unemployed. 


It should be noted that the rate of unemployment of 
women as measured by the Labour Force Survey was 
significantly lower than the same rate as measured by the 1971 
Census. In May 1971, the Labour Force Survey showed a rate 
of unemployment for women of 5.0% as compared to 8.9% in 
the Census. It has been determined that the ‘‘Labour Force 
Survey, as compared to the Census, may have a tendency to 
undercount unemployed females, especially those with mar- 
ginal attachment to the labour force.’’1

Table 6 shows, for 1974, the rate of unemployment of 
women and men by marital status. 


Of single women, 7.0% were unemployed compared with 
10.8% of single men. 


The lowest rate of unemployment occurred in the married 
group, 3.7% for both women and men. Of widowed, divorced 
or separated women, 4.3% were unemployed compared with 
7.7% of men in the same category. 


It should be noted that the rate of unemployment of 
women as measured by the Labour Force Survey was 
significantly lower than the same rate as measured by the 1971 
Census. In May 1971, the Labour Force Survey showed a rate 
of unemployment for women of 5.0% as compared to 8.9% in 
the Census. It has been determined that the ‘‘Labour Force 
Survey, aS Compared to the Census, may have a tendency to 
undercount unemployed females, especially those with mar- 
ginal attachment to the labour force.’’1

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Table 7—Provincial participation rates 


Table 7 shows the provincial distribution of women in the 
labour force, as well as the participation rates of women by 
province, for the years 1964, 1969 and 1974. 


There were increases in the participation rates of women in 
the labour force in all provinces between 1964 and 1974. 


In 1964, the participation rate of women in the labour 
force was highest in Ontario (34.0%), followed by British 
Columbia (31.2%); it was lowest in the Atlantic Region 
(23.9%). 


In 1974, the participation rate of women in the labour 


force was highest in Alberta (43.3%) and in Ontario (43.0%); it 
was lowest in Newfoundland (28.3%).

Table 8—Participation rates for various ages 


Table 8 shows the distribution of women in the labour 
force and their participation rates by age group, for the years 
1964, 1969 and 1974. 


In 1974, the highest participation rate (63.0%) was for 
women between the ages of 20 and 24. Of women aged 55 to 
64, 29.7% were in the labour force. 


In the decade from 1964 to 1974, the participation rate of 
women 65 and over declined slightly. There were increases, 
however, in the other age groups, ranging from 4.1 to 15.9 
percentage points.

Table 9 shows the percentage distribution of women and 
men in the labour force by age group, for 1964 and 1974. 


Both in 1964 and 1974, the percentage of the female 
labour force who were in the age groups 14 to 19 and 20 to 
24 was higher than the percentage of the male labour force in 
the same age groups. However, the percentage of the female 
labour force aged under 20 declined from 15.3% in 1964 to 
14.6% in 1974. 


The highest percentage of the female labour force, in 1964, 


was in the age group 35 to 44 (20.6%). In 1974, the highest 
percentage shifted to the 25 to 34 age group (23.0%).

Table 10 shows the percentage distribution of the popula- 
tion (14 years and over), the employed and unemployed 
labour force and persons not in the labour force, by age, for 
women and men. 


In 1974 the female population (8,368,000) was slightly 
larger than the male population (8,194,000). The percentage 
distribution by age group was almost the same. 


Women in the employed labour force were somewhat 
younger than men: 32.6% of women were aged 14 to 24 years 
compared with 23.2% of men. 


Women were somewhat younger than men in the un- 
employed labour force also: 55.8% of women compared with 
46.5% of men were aged 14 to 24. 


The distribution by age of persons not in the labour force 
was very dissimilar for women and men. Of women not in the 
labour force 75.9% were aged 25 years and over, compared 
with 51.8% of men. 


As Table 25 shows, more than three-quarters of women 
not in the labour force were keeping house. 


It should be noted that the rate of unemployment of 
women as measured by the Labour Force Survey was 
significantly lower than the same rate as measured by the 1971 
Census. In May 1971, the Labour Force Survey showed a rate 
of unemployment for women of 5.0% as compared to 8.9% in 
the Census. It has been determined that the ‘‘Labour Force 
Survey, aS Compared to the Census, may have a tendency to 
undercount unemployed females, especially those with margin- 
al attachment to the labour force.’

Table 11 shows the percentage distribution of women and 
men in the employed labour force, by the usual? number of 
hours of work in a week for 1964, 1969 and 1974. It should 
be noted that the usual hours of work in a week differ from 
the actual hours of work in a given week, for which data are 
presented in Table 12. 


In 1964, 21.0% of employed women usually worked less 
than 35 hours a week,2 compared with one-quarter (25.2%) of 
employed women in 1974. It should be noted that there was 
an increase of 1,262,000 women-— from 1,899,000 to 
3,161,000 — in the employed female labour force during that 
decade. 


The percentage of the male labour force usually working 
less than 35 hours a week also increased, from 4.2% in 1964 to 
6.2% in 1974. The employed male labour force increased by 
1,280,000 men over the decade, from 4,696,000 to 5,976,000.

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Table 12—Hours actually worked in a week 


Table 12 shows, for 1964 and 1974, the employed labour 
force by sex, and by the number of hours actually! worked in 
a given week; it includes the cumulative percentage distri- 
bution of women and men in the employed labour force by 
hours worked; and shows as well women as a percentage of the 
total employed labour force for each hours-worked category. 


Table 12 differs from Table 11, which shows the usual 
number of hours worked in a week. Table 12 presents data on 
the actual number of hours worked in a given week. While 
Table 11 shows that 25.2% of women usually work less than 
35 hours, Table 12 shows that 36.2% of women were actually 
at work less than 35 hours in a given week. The difference 
between these last two figures—11.0%2 of the women— 
consists of persons who usually do work 35 hours or more a 
week but who were actually at work less than 35 hours in the 
week of the survey. 


In 1974, as in 1964, virtually the same percentage of 
employed women and men were not at work (worked O hours) 
because of bad weather, illness, industrial dispute, vacation, or 
other reasons apart from unemployment. 


In 1974, 63.8% of women and 81.7% of men were at work 
35 or more hours a week. In the same year 7.8% of women 
and 26.7% of men worked 45 hours or more a week; 2.8% of 
women and 11.7% of men worked 55 or more hours a week.

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Table 13—Average hours of work 


Table 13 shows, for 1974, the average weekly hours of 
work of the employed labour force at work some time during 
the reference week by sector and sex. 


In the non-agricultural sector, the average weekly hours of 
work were 31.9 for women and 38.4 for men. 


In the agricultural sector, women worked an average of 
27.1 hours compared with 54.5 hours for men. These hours of 
work of women on farms are in addition to time spent in 
homemaking activities.

Table 14 shows, for 1964, 1969 and 1974, women in the 
population and the labour force by marital status; the 
percentage of the total population and labour force these 
constitute; and the participation rate of women in the labour 
force by marital status. 


Although the ratio of women in the total population in the 
decade between 1964 and 1974 remained fairly constant, the 
percentage of women in the total labour force rose from 
28.4% in 1964 to 34.4% in 1974. The increase brought the 
number of married women from 1,007,000 or 14.5% of the 
total labour force in 1964, to 1,899,000, or 19.7% in 1974. 
This trend is reflected in the participation rate of married 
women in the labour force, when 24.1% of married women 
were in the labour force in 1964, compared with 36.7% in 
1974. 


The participation rate of single women in the labour force 
shows an increase from 48.3% in 1964 to 51.9% in 1974. 


The participation rate of widowed, divorced and separated 


women has remained fairly constant, ranging from 27.9% in 
1964 to 29.5% in 1974.

Table 15 shows the percentage distribution of women and 
men in the population and the labour force, by marital status, 
for 1964, 1969 and 1974. 


Married women comprised 51.1% of the female labour 
force in 1964, compared with 57.1% in 1974. Single women 
made up 39.0% of the female labour force in 1964 and 33.8% 
in 1974. Widowed, separated and divorced women formed 
9.9% of the female labour force in 1964, slightly higher than 
9.1% in 1974. 


Married men comprised 70.4% of the male labour force in 
1974, a decrease from 74.4% in 1964. The proportion of single 
men in the male labour force has shown an increase from 
23.7% in 1964 to 26.9% in 1974. 


The proportion of single women in the population in 1964 
was slightly lower than in 1974. The proportion of married 
women in the population was slightly higher in 1964 than in 
1974. The change in the composition of the female population 
by marital status was not as great, however, as the change in 
the composition of the female labour force.

Table 16 shows the participation rates of women and men 
in the labour force by marital status and by age groups for 
1974. 


In 1974, of all single women in the 20 to 24 age group, 
78.1% were in the labour force; in the 25 to 34 age group the 
percentage was 86.1%; and 80.2% of the 35 to 44 age group 
were in the labour force. 


Of all married women between 20 and 24 years of age, 
51.3% were in the labour force. 


Of the widowed, divorced and separated women in the 25 
to 34 age group, 60.1% were in the labour force; this 
percentage rose to 63.8% for the 35 to 44 age group. In the 45 
to 54 age group, 60.1% were in the labour force. 


In 1974, 78.9% of single women aged 20 to 64 were in the 
labour force; 39.4% of married women in the same age group 
were in the labour force; and 53.0% of widowed, divorced and 
separated women aged 20 to 64 were working. 


The participation rate was similar for single women and 
men aged 20 to 24 years, 78.1% for women and 81.4% for 
men.

Table 17 shows the percentage distribution of the popu- 
lation and employed and unemployed labour force and 
persons not in the labour force, by marital status, for women 
and men. 


The proportion of women who were widowed, separated 
or divorced was higher than the proportion of men, within the 
population, the employed and unemployed labour force and 
among persons not in the labour force. 


More than one-half of the employed female labour force 
was married (57.8%); while nearly one-half of the unemployed 
female labour force was single (48.5%). 


A majority of women not in the labour force (65.0%) were 
married; while a majority of men not in the labour force 
(54.7%) were single. 


It should be noted that the rate of unemployment of 
women as measured by the Labour Force Survey was 
significantly lower than the same rate as measured by the 1971 
Census. In May 1971, the Labour Force Survey showed a rate 
of unemployment for women of 5.0% as compared to 8.9% in 
the Census. It has been determined that the ‘‘Labour Force 
Survey, as compared to the Census, may have a tendency to 
undercount unemployed females, especially those with mar- 
ginal attachment to the labour force.’”

Table 18 shows, for 1974, the percentage distribution of 
women and men in the labour force by age group and marital 
status, for Canada and regions. 


Women in the labour force appeared to be somewhat 
younger in the Atlantic region than in the other regions in 
1974: 43.0% of working women in the Atlantic region were 
aged 14 to 24 years, compared with 30.5% in Ontario, 32.97% 
in British Columbia, 34.3% in the Prairies and 36.2% in 
Québec. 


A majority of working women were married in all the 
regions except Québec. In Québec 49.9% of working women 
were married. In the Atlantic region 55.2%, and in Ontario 
61.7% of working women were married.

Table 19 shows the labour force participation rates of 
women and men, by age, and marital status in Canada and 
regions. 


The participation rates of married women ranged from

PART Il 
EARNINGS OF WOMEN AND MEN 
IN SELECTED AREAS 


Data on earnings of women and men performing the same 
work in the same establishment are not generally available. 
Related data, however, may provide indicators as to relative 
levels of women’s and men’s earnings. 


In this section, background factors common to women and 
men have been matched to the fullest extent possible on the 
basis of the available data. 


It should be noted that differences in average earnings in 
similarly described occupations are not the same as differential 
earnings paid to women and men performing the same jobs in 
the same establishments. Average earnings may reflect factors 
such as seniority, part-time work, different jobs in spite of 
similarity in job description, differential earnings among 
several establishments within the same industry, and regional 
variations both in wage levels and in the male-female mix 
within an industry.’ 


1 “Differences in earnings between men and women are due to many 
factors, the most important ones among them being a different 
occupational distribution, differences in education, training, accumu- 
lated work experience, etc. (see Sylvia Ostry, The Female Worker in 
Canada, 1961 Census Monograph, D.B.S. Cat.

Table 1 shows, for 1973, average wage rates an hour in 
manufacturing and service industries for women and men in 
similarly described occupations. 


Average’ hourly industrial wage rates for men exceeded 
those of women in nearly all similarly described occupations 
for which data were available in 1973. 


In the plywood patcher (hand) occupation within the 
veneer and plywood mills industry, women’s average hourly 
wages were $2.01, compared with $4.43 for men. 


In the product assembler (metal) occupation within the 
motor vehicle parts and accessories industry, women’s average 
hourly wages were $2.73 compared with $4.12 for men. In the 
machine operator occupation, within the same industry, 
average wage rates for women were $2.68 an hour, compared 
with $3.99 for men. In the inspector (rubber products) 
occupation, within other rubber products industry (other than 
footwear, tires and tubes), women’s average hourly wages were 
$2.29 compared with $3.41 for men. In the inspector 
occupation within the motor vehicle parts and accessories 
industry, women’s average hourly wages were $3.00 an hour, 
compared with $4.44 for men. 


In some instances the average earnings of women were 
equal to or higher than those of men. In the fabric inspector 
occupation, within the synthetic textiles industry, average 
hourly wages were $2.63 for both women and men. In the 
warper tender (automatic) occupations within the same 
industry, women’s average hourly wages were $3.03, compared 
with $2.65 for men. In the labourer (leather processing) 
occupations, in the leather tannery industries, women’s aver- 
age hourly wages were $3.12, compared with $3.05 for men.

Table 2 shows, for 1973, average salary rates per week for 
women and men in similarly described office occupations in 
five Canadian cities. 


Data are available on only 10 office occupations similarly 
described for women and men and paid at weekly salary rates. 
These data are available in the source for many Canadian 
cities. Table 2 shows comparable salary rates for women and 
men in Halifax, Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver. 


In 1973, in each of the 10 occupations in the five cities, 
women’s average weekly salary rates were less than those of 
men for similarly described work with the exception of the 
junior clerk occupation in the city of Winnipeg where women’s 
average weekly salaries were $90 compared with $88 for men. 


In Halifax, average weekly salaray rates of women cost 
clerks were $100 compared with $145 for men. Average 
weekly salary rates of junior clerks were $86 for women and 
$89 for men. 


in Montreal, average weekly salary rates of women 
stock-records clerks were $106 compared with $141 for men. 
Average weekly salary rates of junior clerks were $93 for 
women, $100 for men. 


In Toronto, average weekly salary rates of stock-records 
clerks were $110 for women and $147 for men. Average 
weekly salary rates of computer-peripheral equipment opera- 
tors were $126 for women, $139 for men.

Data are not available for the sales clerk occupation in the 
retail food stores industry for the cities of Halifax and 
Vancouver. Otherwise, data are available for seven similarly 
described occupations for women and men paid at weekly 
salary rates. 


In all but three cases, women’s average weekly salary rates 
were less than those of men for similarly described work. 


In Halifax, average weekly salary rates of women salesper- 
sons (Class B) in the retail trade (other) industry were $71 
compared with $129 for men. Women’s average weekly salary 
rates in the short-order cook occupations in the restaurant 
industry were $97 compared with $95 for men. 


In Montreal, the average weekly salary rates of women 
order fillers in the wholesale trade industry were $88 
compared with $122 for men. For women sales clerks in retail 
food stores, the average weekly salary rates were $134 
compared with $149 for men. 


In Toronto, the average weekly salary rates of women sales 
clerks in retail food stores were $114 compared with $179 for 
men. Average weekly salary rates of women salespersons (Class 
B) in the retail trade (other) industry were $103 compared 
with $110 for men. 


In Winnipeg, average weekly salary rates of sales clerks in 
retail food stores were $76 for women and $133 for men. 
Average weekly salary rates of women short-order cooks in the 
restaurant industry were $92 compared with $91 for men. 


In Vancouver, average weekly salary rates of order fillers in 
the wholesale trade industry were $107 for women and $175 
for men.

(institution) was $504 for women and $587 for men. The 
average monthly salary rate of cooks’ helpers in hospitals was 
$426 for women and $488 for men. 


The average monthly salary rate of kitchen helpers in 
hotels with 200 or more employees was $389 for women and 
$386 for men. The average monthly salary rate of kitchen 
helpers in hotels with less than 200 employees was $352 for 
women and $358 for men.

Table 5 shows, for 1967 and 1972, the average annual 
earnings of women and men individuals, by weeks worked, the 
percentage difference in earnings of men over those of women 
and the percentage difference between 1967 and 1972, 
showing dollar differences between the sexes and the years. 


The average annual earnings of women employees who 
worked 30 to 39 weeks were $2,648 in 1972, compared with 
$4,940 for men. The earnings of men exceeded those of 
women by 86.6%. The earnings of men employees who 
worked 10 to 19 weeks in 1972 exceeded those of women by 
62.7%. 


Although the difference in earnings of women and men 
employees who worked 40 to 49 weeks increased $668 from 
1967 to 1972, the percentage by which men’s earnings 
exceeded women’s earnings decreased 17.6% over the same 
period. For employees who worked less than 10 weeks, the 
gap between the earnings of women and men increased 208.7% 
from 1967 to 1972. This represents a dollar increase of $214. 


The average annual earnings of men employees who 
worked 50 to 52 weeks, increased $3,024 from 1967 to 1972 
compared with $1,662 for women. For men who worked less 
than 10 weeks, average annual earnings increased $278 
compared with $64 for women. 


The dollar difference between men’s and women’s salaries 
in 1972 was greater in every case than in 1967.

Table 6 shows, for 1967 and 1972, the average annual 
earnings of women and men full-year workers by occupation, 
showing the percentage difference in earnings of men over 
those of women and the percentage difference between 1967 
and 1972 and dollar differences between the sexes and the 
years. 


In 1972, the average annual earnings of women employed 
in service occupations were $2,926, compared with $7,507 for 
men. This represents a percentage difference of 156.6%. In 
professional and technical occupations, women’s average an- 
nual earnings were $7,220, compared with $12,405 for men. 
The earnings of men exceeded those of women by 71.8%. 


In the transportation and communications occupations, 
women’s average annual earnings increased 33.4% between 
1967 and 1972, compared with 56.0% for men. The difference 
in the increase of women’s and men’s employment income 
during this period was 67.7%. In the managerial occupations, 
women’s annual earnings increased 85.1% between 1967 and 
1972, compared with 52.4% for men. The difference in the 
increase of women’s and men’s employment income was 
~ 38.4%. The dollar difference between men’s and women’s 
salaries in 1972 was greater in every case than in 1967. 


The average annual earnings of men employees in sales 
occupations increased by $3,471 from 1967 to 1972 com- 
pared with $1,479 for women. For men employees in clerical 
occupations, the average annual earnings increased $2,221 
from 1967 to 1972 compared with $1,339 for women.

Table 7 shows cumulative percentage distribution of 
husband-wife families by husband’s income group, showing 
presence of children and labour force activity of the wife in 
1972. 


In families with children under six years of age, and in 
which the wife was in the labour force, more than two-thirds 
(68.3%) received less than $10,000 from the husband's 
income. In families in which the wife was not in the labour 
force, more than half (57.3%) received less than $10,000 from 
the husband's income. 


In families without children under six years of age, and in 
which the wife was in the labour force, two-thirds (66.7%) 
received under $10,000 from the husband’s income. In 
families in which the wife was not in the labour force, nearly 
two-thirds (65.5%) received less than $10,000 from the 
husband's income. 


In families with children under six years of age, average 
income of husbands whose wives were in the labour force was 
$8,916, compared with $9,766 for husbands whose wives were 
not in the labour force. Family income rose 20.6% for families 
in which the wife was in the labour force. 


In families without children under six years, the average 
income of husbands whose wives were in the labour force was 
$8,887 almost the same as the average income of husbands 
whose wives were not in the labour force ($8,945). Family 
income for this group rose 30.1% for families in which the 
wife was in the labour force.

Table 8 shows the median annual salaries of women and 
men college and university teachers, by rank and field, and the 
percentage difference in men’s salaries over those of women 
for 1971-72. 


The median annual salaries of deans were $21,200 for 
women and $27,089 for men. The salaries of men exceeded 
those of women by 27.8%. In the biological sciences, the 
median annual salaries of men teachers exceeded those of 
women by 43.9%. In the social sciences, the median salaries of 
men teachers exceeded those of women by 16.8%. 


The median salaries of men professors in the biological 
sciences exceeded those of women by 14.4%. Men professors 
in the social sciences had median salaries 4.7% greater than 
those of women. 


The median salaries of men assistant professors in the 
biological sciences exceeded those of women by 15.6%. Men 
assistant professors in the humanities had median salaries 2.9% 
greater than those of women. 


The greatest gap in earnings of women and men university 
teachers occurred among ungraded professors in biological 
sciences (39.4%). 


Data on the average annual earnings of university teachers, 
as compiled from the 1971 Census, are given in Table 29 of 
Part II. 
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Table 9—Average hourly earnings in the finance, insurance and 
real estate industry 


Table 9 shows, for 1973, the average hourly earnings of 
women and men in the finance, insurance and real estate 
industry by type of industry, occupation and employee status, 
and the percentage difference in earnings of men over those of 
women. 


When average hourly earnings of women and men in the 
insurance and real estate occupations are examined for 
full-time employees, it is noted that the hourly earnings of 
men exceeded those of women in every category. 


The percentage difference by which men’s average earnings 
exceeded those of women ranged from 47.7% in clerical and 
related occupations in the insurance carriers sector to 1.9% in 
maintenance and service occupations in the finance sector. In 
the insurance and real estate occupations the largest gap 
between the hourly earnings of men and women was found in 
the executive and managerial occupations in insurance and real 
estate agencies (47.6%). 


In the maintenance and service staff occupations in the 
security brokers and dealers sector, women’s hourly earnings 
exceeded men’s by 19.3%. 


The hourly earnings of part-time and casual men em- 
ployees in executive and managerial positions in investment 
and holding companies exceeded those of women by 114.1%, 
while the hourly earnings of women part-time and casual 
employees in executive and managerial positions in banks and 
other deposit-accepting establishments exceeded those of men 
by 22.5%. In several cases among part-time and casual 
employees the earnings of women exceeded those of men. 
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PART III 

EARNINGS OF WOMEN AND MEN BY SEX, 
LEVEL OF SCHOOLING, AGE AND SELECTED 
OCCUPATION 


Several differences exist between the Labour Force Survey 
and the 1971 Census labour force data: questions asked, 
coverage, reference period, methodology, sampling and 
weighting procedures and processing procedures. Part | of this 
publication shows figures compiled from the monthly Labour 
Force Survey, whereas, Part II! shows figures compiled from 
the 1971 Census. 


Different methods used in the two surveys mentioned 
above result in a discrepancy such as that found in the rate of 
unemployment for women. The Labour Force Survey uses 
More indirect questioning to determine whether any work was 
sought (‘‘What did this person do mostly last week? ” and 
“Did this person do anything else last week? ’’) than the 
Census (‘‘Did you look for work last week? ’’) resulting in the 
reporting of a much lower rate of unemployment for women 
in May, 1971 for the Labour Force Survey (5.0%) than for the 
Census (8.9%). 


The earnings data that appear in Part Il are not com- 
parable to the earnings data of Part II!. The Census data in 
Part I11 were derived from the sampling of one in three private 
households and all collective dwellings in Canada, 1971. The 
Census relied mainly on self-enumeration so that all re- 
spondents were assigned occupational categories based on their 
description of the job they held at the time. The earnings data 
in Tables 1 to 4 of Part II of this publication are based on a 
survey conducted by the Economics and Research Branch, 
Labour Canada, which requests these data from employers in 
selected establishments.

Tables 1 to 147 show, for 147 selected occupations, 
average employment income? by sex, level of education and 
age group, of full-time®, full-year° workers aged 25 to 64, and 
the dollar differential in employment income between women 
and men for the year 1970. 


The 147 occupations analysed were selected from approx- 
imately 500 occupational categories on a subjective basis for 
their general interest. The number of women in the chosen 
occupations represents 65.1% of women in all occupations. 
The age group 15 to 24 was omitted in order to concentrate 
on persons in the adult years of working life. 


In order to minimize differences in pay between women 
and men resulting from part-time and part-year work, only 
those workers who were employed full-time, full-year were 
included. Also, the tables are arranged by level of education 
and age group so that these factors are minimal in contributing 
to differences in income between women and men. 


Each occupational table contains 24 components? showing 
average employment income figures for women and men and 
the dollar differential between women and men. Of 3,528 
possible table components, 1,493 are complete. There are 432 
components for which data cannot be published for either 
women or men or both because there were fewer than six 
persons included in the average earnings figure and therefore 
the data are considered confidential. There are 1,603 incom- 
plete or empty components. Men’s earnings exceeded those of 
women in 1,406 of the 1,493 complete components (94.2%).

Fe or example, in Table 1, ‘‘General managers and other senior 
officials.” the component for the 25 to 34-year-old group with grade 8

The occupational categories can be divided into three 
major groups: those in which women form a majority®, those 
in which women comprise 40% to 50% of the persons 
employed, and those in which more than 60% of the total 
employed are men (see Table 148). It should be noted that 
employment income figures are for the year 1970 whereas the 
occupation and the.number of persons employed are based on 
the occupation of the respondents at the time of enumeration 
(June 1971), or, if they were not employed at that time, the 
occupation of longest duration since January 1, 1970. 


In 33 of these 147 occupations, women composed a 
majority of persons employed. For these occupations, men’s 
average earnings exceeded those of women in 385 or 92.5% of 
the components. In these components, the average dollar 
difference” was $2,403. Women’s earnings exceeded those of 
men in 31 components by an average of $1,008 for these same 
occupations. 


In the 17 occupations, in which women comprise 40% to 
50% of the members, men’s earnings exceeded those of women 
in 195 or 94.7% of the components. For these 195 compo- 
nents, the average dollar differential was $2,966 compared 
with $1,560 for those in which women’s earnings exceeded 
those of men. 


In 97 occupations, more than 60% of the persons em- 
ployed were men. For these occupations, men’s earnings 
exceeded women’s earnings in 826 of 871 components (94.8%) 
with an average dollar differential of $3,606. For components 
in which women’s earnings exceeded those of men, the 
average dollar differential was $2,098. 


As the percentage of men in occupations increased, the 
amount by which men’s earnings exceeded those of women 
increased, from a low of $2,403 for occupations in which 
women formed a majority to $3,606 for occupations in which 
more than 60% of the persons employed were men. 


°An occupation employing a majority of women is one in which the 
number of women constitutes more than 50% of the total persons 
employed. 


*This and subsequent ‘’averages’’ are non-weighted. They are averages 
of the differences in each component. 
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There was a wide variation in the dollar differential of 
average employment incomes ranging from a low of $7 a year 
to a high of $20,025 a year when men’s earnings exceeded 
those of women; when women’s earnings exceeded those of 
men, the range was very similar beginning at $7 and going to a 
high of $21,694 a year. 


The tables were analysed by a major occupational group! 
to discover whether any trends existed for increasing education 
and increasing age but no patterns were evident.

Tables 1 to 6 are selected from the Preliminary Report on 
Working Mothers and Their Child Care Arrangements in 1973, 
a special survey conducted by the Labour Division, Manpower 
Research and Development Section. These tables are pre 
liminary and are currently under revision by Statistics Canada. 
The data contained in tables 7 and 8 are based on unpublished 
data from the 1971 Census of Canada. 

— Number of working mothers and total mothers 
in Canada 


Table 1 shows, for October, 1973, the number of working 
mothers, total mothers and working mothers as a percentage 
of total mothers by age group. 


There were 1,084,000 working mothers in Canada in 
October, 1973, of a total of 3,084,000 mothers representing a 
35.1% participation rate in the labour force. 


The largest number of working mothers in Canada, 
405,000, were of 25 to 34 years of age in October, 1973. In 


this age group 39.7% of all mothers were working mothers. 


Of mothers aged 55 to 64 years, 23.2% were working 
mothers.

Table 2 shows the participation rates of mothers in the 
labour force by age group and by region in October, 1973. 


The participation rate for mothers in the labour force was 
lowest in the Atlantic region with 29% and highest in Ontario 
with 40%. 


The 14 to 19 year-old age group had the lowest participa- 
tion rate in all regions except Québec where the 55 to 64 
year-old age group had the lowest rate. 


The highest participation rates occurred in the age group 
35 to 44 for all regions. In British Columbia, the participation 
rate of 45 to 54 year-old mothers was the same as for the 35 
to 44 year-old mothers.

Table 3 shows, for October 1973, the number of children 
under 16 years of age of working mothers by region and age 
group of the child, and the percentage distribution of children 
by age group. 


Most children of working mothers were between 6 years of 
age and 16 but there were 518,000 under 6 years of age. Most 
of these 518,000 children were between 2 and 5 years of age. 


The Atlantic region had the least number of children under 
6 years of age of working mothers with 47,000 and Ontario 
had the largest number of such children with 206,000. 


Of all children under 16 years of age of working mothers, 
21% were under 6 years of age in British Columbia and 27% 
were under 6 years of age in both the Atlantic region and 
Québec.

Table 4 shows, for October, 1973, the labour force 
participation rates of mothers aged 20 to 54 years by age of 
the youngest child, for the regions. 


For mothers aged 20 to 54 whose youngest child was 
between 6 years of age and 16 years, the labour force 
participation rate was highest in Ontario with 48% and lowest 
in Québec with 33%. 


When the youngest child is between 2 and 5 years of age or 
less than 2 years old the labour force participation rate of the 
mother was highest again in Ontario with 36% and 26% 
respectively. 


For mothers with the youngest child between the ages of 2 
and 5 years of age, the lowest participation rate was in the 
Atlantic region with 27%. The lowest participation rate for 
mothers whose youngest child was under 2 years of age 
occurred in British Columbia (19%).

MISCELLANEOUS DATA ON 
WOMEN IN THE LABOUR FORCE 
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The data presented in Part V relate to a variety of topics 
and come from several sources. Some of the sources are annual 
and others are ad hoc surveys. 


The data in Tables 1, 2 and 3 are collected by the 
Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act Administration 
Sub-division of Statistics Canada. Those in Tables 1 and 2 are 
published annually; those in Table 3 are not published. 


Table 4 shows the number of college and university 
professors by rank and field of work. These data are collected 
and published annually by the Education, Science and Culture 
Division of Statistics Canada. 


In Table 5 are shown maternity benefit statistics under the 
Unemployment Insurance Program. These are collected and 
published monthly by the Labour Division of Statistics 
Canada. 


Table 6 shows data on employees in establishments under 
federal jurisdiction, collected in a special report on the 
Distribution of Federal Jurisdiction Universe by the Planning 
and Policy Development Division of Labour Standards Branch, 
Labour Canada. 


Data from an ad hoc survey of the finance, insurance and 
real estate industries are shown in Table 7. This was carried 
out by the Special Surveys and Quality Control Section of the 
Labour Division, Statistics Canada. 


Tables 8 and 9 present unpublished data from the Highly 
Qualified Manpower Survey, 1973, of the Institutions and 
Public Finance Branch, Education, Science and Culture 
Division, Statistics Canada. 


Table 10 shows data on part-time workers collected by the 
Surveys Division, Economics and Research Branch, Labour 
Canada, in response to Recommendation 28 of the Report of 
the Royal Commission on the Status of Women in Canada.

Table 1 shows, for 1966 and 1972, union membership of 
men and women in selected industries and percentage change 
from 1966 to 1972. 


In 1972, 251,135 women were union members in the 
services industry, compared with 80,671 in 1966, a percentage 
increase of 211.3%. The number of women union members in 
construction industries declined 29.8% to 1,102 from 1,569 
members over the period. 


In all industries, the number of women union members 


increased 78.4% from 1966 to 1972 compared with 14.6% for 
men.

Table 2 shows the number of paid workers and union 
members in selected industries by sex, as well as women and 
men union members as a percentage of paid workers by sex, 
and women union members as a percentage of total union 
members, for 1972. 


There were 2,580,000 women and 4,731,000 men paid 
workers! in the Canadian labour force in 1972. Among them, 
575,584 women and 1,801,617 men were union members. 


In 1972, 22.3% of women and 38.1% of men paid workers 
were union members. The highest proportion of paid workers 
who were union members, for women, occurred in the public 
administration field, in which union membership was held by 
59.7% of women paid workers. For men, the highest pro- 
portion of paid workers who were union members was in the 
construction field, where 65.8% of men paid workers were 
union members. The lowest proportions of women and men 
paid workers who were union members, occurred in agri- 
culture, where 0.4% of women and 0.2% of men paid workers 
were union members. In finance, insurance and real estate, 
0.9% of women and 1.7% of men paid workers were union 
members. 


Women constituted 24.2% of total union members. That 
proportion ranged from a high of 58.4% in the services 
industry to a low of 0.4% in the construction industry.

Table 3 shows, for 1972, total executive board members of 
unions, the number of women executive board members and 
women members as a percentage of total members of 
executive boards by type of union. 


In 1972, there were 65 women executive board members 
in national unions, out of a total of 460 members. Thus, 
14.1% of total executive board members were women. 


In international unions, there were 5 women executive 


board members, out of a total of 132 members. Women 
executive board members constituted 3.8% of the total.

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TABLE 4. — Rank and field of college and university teachers 


Table 4 shows, for 1971-72 the percentage distribution of 
women and men college and university teachers by rank, for 
categories of field. 


In all fields other than faculty administration, a greater 
proportion of men than women college and university teachers 
held the rank of professor or associate professor. Thus, in the 
social sciences—the field with the largest number of women or 
men teachers—4.8% of women and 17.0% of men held the 
rank of professor; while 18.6% of women and 26.8% of men 
held the rank of associate professor. In faculty administration, 
50.0% of women held the rank of dean, compared with 82.3% 
of men. 


In all fields, a greater proportion of women than men 
teachers held the rank of lecturer or instructor. Thus, in 
physical sciences, 36.7% of women teachers held the rank of 
lecturer or instructor, compared with 6.5% of men. 


Data on the median annual salaries of college and 
university teachers are given in Table 8 of Part II.

Table 5 shows the maternity benefits and total benefits 
paid and the number of maternity claims allowed, by the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission, for 1973 and 1974. 


In 1974, maternity benefits paid by the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission amounted to $81,708,121. That 
amount constituted 3.9% of total benefits paid by the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission, compared with 3.3% 
for 1973. Of women in the labour force aged 14 to 64 years, 
1.9% were allowed maternity claims in 1974, compared with 
1.8% in 1973.

Table 6 shows, for 1974, employees in establishments 
under federal jurisdiction, by province and sex, and women as 
a percentage of the total. 


In 1972, there were 136,778 women and 371,770 men 
working in establishments under federal jurisdiction.’ Women, 
thus, comprised 26.9% of all such employees. 


The highest concentrations of women and men employees 
in establishments under federal jurisdiction were found, 
expectedly, in Québec and Ontario. 


In Ontario, women constituted 29.9% of all persons 
working in establishments under federal jurisdiction, and, in 
Québec 28.2%; the figure was 15.0% in New Brunswick and 
17.1% in Saskatchewan.

Establishments under federal jurisdiction are all works, undertakings, 
or businesses that come under the authority of the Parliament of 
Canada. Included are works, undertakings or businesses connecting a 
province with any other province or with another country, such as 
railways, highway transport, pipelines, canals, ferries, tunnels and 
bridges, telephone, telegraph and cable systems. Also included are: all 
shipping and services connected with shipping; all radio and television 
broadcasting; all air transport, aircraft and aerodromes; all banks; and 
primary fishing where the fishermen work for wages.

Table 7 shows, for 1973, the percentage distribution of 
women and men in the finance, insurance and real estate 
industry by occupational group, for categories of industry, 
showing women as a percentage of the total employees. 


Of both full-time and part-time employees, women in the 
finance, insurance and real estate industry constituted the 
majority in clerical and related occupations. Of full-time 
employees in banks and other deposit-accepting institutions, 
women held 83.4% of the clerical and related positions. 
Women held 89.8% of these same positions as part-time and 
casual employees in the real estate operators group. Women 
full-time employees were least represented in executive and 
managerial occupations in this industry. 


In insurance and real estate agencies women held 3.0% of 
the executive and managerial positions. 


Of part-time and casual employees in supervisory positions 
in investment and holding companies, 4.6% were women. 
Women constituted 14.9% of the agents and salesmen in banks 
and other deposit-accepting institutions.

Table 8 shows the number of women and men highly 
qualified manpower with a degree, by the type of degree and 
the category of major field of study of the last highest earned 
qualification, also showing women as a percentage of the total 
and the percentage distribution of women and men, for 1973. 


There were 194,875 women holding degrees in 1973, or 
30.9% of the total persons holding degrees. 


Of all persons having a general undergraduate degree in 
health, 97.0% were women. Women were 22.6% of all persons 
holding a general undergraduate degree in mathematics and the 
physical sciences. 


The general undergraduate degree is the last highest earned 
qualification of 32.1% of all women with degrees as compared 
with 20.8% of men. 


Women held 71.7% of all specialized undergraduate 
degrees in health. Women held 3.7% of specialized under- 
graduate degrees in both architecture, engineering and applied 
sciences and in agriculture and forestry. 


A specialized undergraduate degree in education was held 
by 19.9% of all women with degrees in 1973, compared with 
9.5% of men. 


Women held 75.0% of all post-bachelor certificates or 
diplomas in health in 1973 and 2.6% of all such certificates or 
diplomas in architecture, engineering and applied science. 


The post-bachelor certificate or diploma was the last 


highest earned qualification of 5.7% of women with degrees, 
compared with 2.5% of men. 
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Women held 10.0% of medical first professional degrees 
and these women constituted 1.9% of all women holding 
degrees in 1973. 


A graduate level diploma or certificate in education was 
held by 950 women or 36.5% of the total persons holding this 
degree. Women held 0.8% of degrees in engineering and 
applied science at this level. 


Of all women holding degrees in 1973, 0.7% held a 
graduate level diploma or certificate, compared with 1.3% of 
men. 


There were 7,650 women with a master’s degree in fine 
arts and music in 1973, representing 37.1% of the total 
holding such a degree and 3.9% of all women holding degrees. 


Of all women holding degrees, 60 had a master’s degree in 
agriculture and forestry, representing .03% of the total. 


Doctorate degrees were held by 2,480 women compared 
with 24,925 men. Of all women holding degrees 1.3% held a 
doctorate degree, the largest number of which are in the 
humanities. The largest number of doctorate degrees awarded 
to men are in the field of mathematics and physical sciences.

Table 9 shows, for 1973, the percentage distribution of 
women and men highly qualified manpower with a degree, by 
number of weeks worked in a year, for categories of type of 
last highest earned qualification. 


There were 194,875 women holding degrees in 1973, of 
which 54.6% worked 40 weeks or more, compared with 88.7% 
of such men. 


The highest full-time participation rate of highly qualified 
women was for women with a doctorate degree; 74.6% worked 
40 weeks or more compared with 92.4% of men. The lowest 
participation rate was found for women with a general 
undergraduate degree; 45.5% worked 40 weeks or more 
compared with 86.8% of men. 


Of all women with degrees, 29.5% did not work in 1973, 
compared with 4.4% of men and 16.0% of such women worked 
only 1 to 39 weeks, compared with 6.9% of men. 


Of women with a general undergraduate degree, 37.8% 
worked not at all while 11.3% of women with a doctorate 
degree did not work. 


Of women holding a graduate level diploma or certificate, 


12.0% worked 1 to 39 weeks while 18.9% of those holding a 
master s degree worked 1 to 39 weeks.

Table 10 shows, for 1974, the number of regular part-time 
women and men workers employed in office, non-office and 
other positions, showing part-time workers as a percentage of 
total workers, for the provinces and Canada. 


In Canada, in 1974, 6.63% (90,534) of all women workers 
were regular part-time workers. For men workers, 1.74% 
(46,567) of all workers were regular part-time workers. 


In Prince Edward Island, 4.89% of all women office 
workers were regular part-time workers in 1974. The Yukon 
Territory had the smallest percentage of female part-time 
office workers where 0.95% of all female workers were such 
workers. 


For non-office workers the percentage of part-time 
workers was higher in all provinces than for office workers. In 
Saskatchewan, women regular part-time workers constituted 
21.15% of total female workers compared with 4.02% for men. 
The lowest percentage was again found in the Yukon where 
3.26% of female workers were regular part-time workers. 


In other positions, women part-time workers constituted 
27.38% of the total women workers in Manitoba. In the 
Yukon, 2.94% of all women workers were regular part-time 
workers. Men part-time workers constituted 15.07% of the 
total male workers in Manitoba in 1974.
